TAMING TV 
VIOLENCE 
People are getting violent about violence on television. 
“It’s time for a call to arm s,’’ said Michael Rothenberg 
of the University of Washington Medical School at the 
recent annual meeting of the American Orthopsychiatric 
Association. “We need a concerted effort toward major 
program revisions that are more stimulating and less 
violent.” 
The American Medical Association has declared 
television violence to be “an environmental health risk.” 
In California, the state medical association has filed a 
friend- of- the-court brief on behalf of the nine-year-old 
victim in a rape case. The defendants (all adolescents) 
are claiming that they were inspired to the act by a 
similar episode they saw in a television movie. 
Television has become “a school of violence and a 
college for crime,” says the association’s brief. “It is in 
the interests of the health of all Americans, especially 
our children, to hold broadcasters civilly accountable for 
acts which lead to foreseeable harm .” 
The National Parent Teachers Association has 
given the networks notice that it is putting them on six- 
months’ “probation” beginning July 1. If there is no 
“substantial response” during that time to demands for 
less TV gore and more diversity and quality in 
programming, the PTA will consider such alternative 
courses of action as boycotts of sponsors and local 
stations, selected test cases to deny license renewals and 
civil litigation. 
While not all researchers are convinced of a direct 
cause- and- effect relationship between television wat­ 
ching and violent or antisocial behavior, there seems to 
be general agreement that many children are unable to 
understand the contexts in which televised acts of 
violence occur. Nor is there any doubt about the 
tremendous importance television has come to play in 
children’s lives. 
One survey has found that young 
children 
watch 
more than 23 hours of television a week and that 
teenagers watch nearly 20 — as much time as most of 
them spend in classrooms and much more time than they 
spend reading. 
“Television is ubiquitous,” says the Council for Basic 
Education. “ If kids ever had a frame of reference, they 
have one now in television, which provides them with the 
language, the models and the tastes they share with each 
other. Whether adults like it or not, television is their 
medium.” 
Realizing this, some groups are taking a different 
approach. Rather than attempting to reform either 
television or children’s viewing habits, they are working 
with what is good about the medium. 
For example, “Teachers Guides to Television,” which 
is published twice a year in New York, has launched pilot 
projects in three cities called Parent Participation TV 
workshops. Parents come to school to watch a television 
: broadcast with their children. Teachers then serve as 
moderators of a cross- generation discussion about the 
program and demonstrate to parents how to use 
television at home to encourage family communication. 
'The aim of the workshops is to teach parents to use 
television not as a babysitter but as a way to open a 
dialogue with their children, to encourage discussions 
about values and morals and to stay in touch with their 
children’s feelings. 
As the Council for Basic Education points out, the 
ultimate responsibility for what children watch on 
television rests with parents. No one is in a better 
position to provide supervision and guidance. 
“Not all commercial television is trash,” says the 
Council, “and even some that is trashy can have positive " 
educational value — if parents will give the interest, the 
time and the effort sometimes to watch with their 
children, often to talk with them about whatever they 
watch.”

Stripping the land and 
gouging out the coal is a simple 
task; and there’s enough coal 
available to supply the nation’s 
energy needs for at least 400 
years.

problems as it may resolve. 
The conflicting perceptions 
flowing from coal’s abundance 
have been 
exemplified 
in 
Washington at opposite aids of 
Pennsylvania Avenue. At the 
White House, a presidential aid 
extolled coal’s future, while at 
the Capitol,, an Illinois official 
expressed fears about what coal 
mining could do to otherwise 
productive farm land. 
Illinois annually loses between 
80,000 and 100,000 fertile acres, 
not all because of mining. If 
stripping is spurred by national 
energy policies, land-wasting 
will accelerate.

reclamation methods may not 
be sufficiently sophisticated to 
make such restoration possible.

Congress must also enact the 
kind of reclamation law that 
former President Ford twice 
vetoed. To ensure that miners

WASHINGTON -- The 
Central Intelligence Agency 
deals in operations so secret 
that its waste paper is 
classified. Yet it receives more 
publicity than government 
agencies that advertise. The 
publicity has been so horren­ 
dous that many Americans are 
ready to abolish the CIA. They 
would like to forget the whole 
CIA saga as if it were a bad 
dream. 
But in the nuclear age, the 
CIA has become our first line of 
defense. The tangled espionage 
web it has spun is probably es­ 
sential to our national survival. 
For the safety of all of us, the 
nerve center in Washington 
needs to be kept informed 
about military moves and ter­ 
rorist activities around the 
world. 
President Carter, therefore, 
has assigned Admiral 
Stansfleid Turner to salvage 
the CIA. The Admiral has in­ 
stituted reforms that are 
designed to bring his unruly 
agency into line. He will con­ 
centrate on intelligence 
gathering and restrict the 
covert operations that have 
given the CIA a bad interna­ 
tional reputation. 
Turner won’t go so far as to 
abolish the Mission Impossible 
capability. He might want to 
use unorthodox methods, he 


said privately, to meet some 
future emergency. He raised 
the possibility, for example, 
that terrorists might get hold of 
nuclear weapons. The CIA 
might want to do more about it. 
he suggested, than spy on the 
terrorists. 
But for all his good inten­ 
tions, Turner may not be able 
to control the octopus he is sup­ 
posed to head. It has more 
weaving, twisting arms than he 
can watch. 
The CIA agents throughout 
the world are expected to obey 
orders from Turner. But they 
have recruited local opera­ 
tives, who have their own un­ 
dercover contacts. At these 
lower, subterranean levels, the 
CIA cannot always control how 
its instructions are imple­ 
mented. 
The CIA’s worldwide net­ 
work involves people at all 
levels of life. CIA agents have 
ties, for example, with criminal 
elements around the world. 
Local crime rings have pro­ 
vided services ami information 
to the CIA. Yet the CIA neither 
created nor controls these un­ 
derworld outfits. 
Admiral Turner, who has a 
reputation for integrity, 
believes the CIA is not only an 
efficient but an essential 
organization. Some agents 
have gone beyond moral 


bounds: some have been fools. 
But others have been unsung 
heroes whose deeds surpass the 
most valorous in our history yet 
must remain unrecorded. 
Footnote: During the Nixon 
era, the CIA joined other 
government agencies in a 
massive police action against 
us. The project was called 
“Operation Mudhen." At one 
point, the CIA used 18 radio 
cars to trail us. Agents set up a 
command post near our office 
and photographed everyone 
who entered it.

In the letter, Mijares gave us 
the name of a trusted friend in 
San Francisco to check with.

As quietly as possible, 
we have been trying to trace 
Mijares. But we have learned 
nothing from the State Depart­ 
ment, nothing from our 
Filipino sources. 


Primitivo Mijares’ fate re­ 
mains a mystery'.

TAMING TV 
VIOLENCE 
People are getting violent about violence on television. 
“ It’s time for a call to arms,” said Michael Rothenberg 
of the University of Washington Medical School at the 
recent annual meeting of the American Orthopsychiatric 
Association. “ We need a concerted effort toward major 
program revisions that are more stimulating and less 
violent.” 
The American Medical Association has declared 
television violence to be “ an environmental health risk.” 
In California, the state medical association has filed a 
friend- of- the-court brief on behalf of the nine-year-old 
victim in a rape case. The defendants (all adolescents) 
are claiming that they were inspired to the act by a 
similar episode they saw in a television movie. 
Television has become “ a school of violence and a 
college for crime,” says the association’s brief. “ It is in 
the interests of the health of all Americans, especially 
our children, to hold broadcasters civilly accountable for 
acts which lead to foreseeable harm.” 
The 
National Parent 
Teachers Association 
has 
given the networks notice that it is putting them on six- 
months’ “ probation” beginning July 1. If there is no 
“ substantial response" during that time to demands for 
less TV gore and more diversity and quality in 
programming, the PTA will consider such alternative 
courses of action as boycotts of sponsors and local 
stations, selected test cases to deny license renewals and 
civil litigation. 
While not all researchers are convinced of a direct 
cause- and- effect relationship between television wat­ 
ching and violent or antisocial behavior, there seems to 
be general agreement that many children are unable to 
understand the contexts in which televised acts of 
violence occur 
Nor is there any doubt about the 
tremendous importance television has come to play in 
children’s lives. 
One survey has found that young 
children 
watch 
more than 23 hours of television a week and that 
teenagers watch nearly 20 — as much time as most of 
them spend in classrooms and much more time than they 
spend reading 
“ Television is ubiquitous,” says the Council for Basic 
Education. “ If kids ever had a frame of reference, they 
have one now in television, which provides them with the 
language, the models and the tastes they share with each 
other. Whether adults like it or not, television is their 
medium.” 
Realizing this, some groups are taking a different 
approach 
Rather than attempting to reform either 
television or children’s viewing habits, they are working 
with what is good about the medium. 
For example, “ Teachers Guides to Television,” which 
is published twice a year in New York, has launched pilot 
projects in three cities called Parent Participation TV 
workshops. Parents come to school to watch a television 
broadcast with their children. Teachers then serve as 
moderators of a cross- generation discussion about the 
program and demonstrate to parents how to use 
television at home to encourage family communication. 
The aim of the workshops is to teach parents to use 
television not as a babysitter but as a way to open a 
dialogue with their children, to encourage discussions 
about values and morals and to stay in touch with their 
children’s feelings 
As the Council for Basic Education points out, the 
ultimate responsibility for what children watch on 
television rests with parents. No one is in a better 
position to provide supervision and guidance. 
“ Not all commercial television is trash,” says the 
Council, “ and even some that is trashy can have positive 
educational value — if parents will give the interest, the 
time and the effort sometimes to watch with their 
children, often to talk with them about whatever they 
watch.”

The Sikeston Standard came to Sikeston? 


The Sikeston Standard was purchased on March 1, 1913 by Charles L. Blanton Sr., known to His friends as the 
Colonel, or “Polecat.” 


With $500 of borrowed money, the Colonel bought what was then a four-page weekly paper from the Naeter 
Brothers of Cape fiirardeau. 


*— 
The first copy of the paper was published by the Blantons on March 7, 1913. 


Tho paper was set by hand and came out on Fridays. At that time, there were only four employes, including the 
Colonel and his son, Charlos Blanton Jr., now known affectionately at the Standard office as Mr. B. 


In 1920, a notary public attested that the Standard’s circulation was 1,140. Advertisements often ran on the front 
page in those days even at the top. The page makeup was vertical, with one-column stories and headlines. 


The Blantons declared their Democratic party affiliation, which often manifested itself in the paper’s content. 
Charles Blanton Sr.’s Polecat column, which ran on the front page, also reflected the ideas of its author, who 
was famous for sticking to his guns. 


By 1927, The Colonel and his ton were publishers of the paper. In that year, the paper began publication as 
a semi-weekly. In 1947, Charles Blanton Jr., who attended the University of Illinois and was a veteran of World 
War I, became half owner of the paper.

C.L. Blanton Jr., who was dubbed “ Poor Charlie” by a fellow publisher, wrote his column “Poor Charlie Says” 
and continued in his father’s footsteps . 


The paper began its operation in the old McCoy-Tanner Building on the corner of Center and New Madrid 
streets. It later moved to the Chaney Building, 112 N. Kingshighway. In 1951, the paper moved to its present 
location. 


In 1947, the paper became a daily. In 1948, it was incorporated and in 1964 it went offset. 


Today, Charles Blanton Jr. and his sons, Charles Blanton III and Allen M. Blanton, are publishers. The paper is 
published daily, except Saturday and has a circulation of 12,000. 
It also publishes a free distribution weekly 


newspaper, The Four County Free Press with a circulation of 15,000.
